Since the water famine began the 
electric plant has had about as dif­ 
ficult a problem confronting it a- 
can well be imagined. Ait first a ten- 
inch well was drill d at the plant, 
but it soon failed. Then a well was 
dug west of the Prise* railroad and 
an electric driven pump installed, 
but it was a trifle expensive to keep 
a man on duty day and night to 
watch it.

Fred Ford worked out that save® chi 
item of expense. A switch was placed 
iii position that 
can 
be 
operated 
from the plant itself. This is ma­ 
nipulated by' two electric magnets. 
When one coil is excited the iron 
core is pulled upward, elevating the 
end of a red and lowering the other 
until the ends of the attached wiiv 
are immersed in cup* of mercury, 
thereby closing the circuit and start­ 
ing the motor which drives the pump. 
To k^ep it in place a tube filled with 
mercury is placed horizontally the 
length of the rod, and when the roil 
is lowered at one end the mercury 
settling at the end of .the tube keeps 
■it in place. The gauge which regis­ 
ters the depth of water in the well 
•is so arranged th at when it sinks to 
the lowest level an electrical circuit 
is closed and an alarm gong rung 
at the plant. The 
operator 
simply 
Kurils the lever reversing the cur­ 
rent. The rod is raised and th. cir­ 
cuit broken when the ends of the 
wires are lfted from the mercury 
cups and the machine ry stop % To 
manipulate this contrivance it was 
necessary to string six or eight wires 
from the power plant, but once com­ 
pleted it works beautifully and is a 
marvel of mechanical skill. 
It has cost the company Ii,(KH) Co 
provide a supply of water sufficient 
to keep going, but if is thought that 
there is no danger of having to shut 
down any time.
